The rep o rt of the com m ittee on riv ­ 
ers an d harbors read by L. M. H urst, 
recom m ended the m ovem ent of inland 
w aterw ays, enlargem ent and 
an

creased depth for the Ohio river ch an ­ 
nel; extension of facilities of the C hi­ 
cago drainage canal to the M ississip­ 
pi; the connection of L ake E rie w ith 
the upper Ohio a t or 
near 
B eaver; 
construction and enlargem ent of ca n ­ 
als and channels from the G reat Lakes 
to the sea a t New Y ork; the deepening 
of im p o rtan t harb o rs on the seaboard, 
Including both oceans and the Gulf of 
Mexico. 
A fter considerable debate the 
rep o rt of the com m ittee w as adopted 
as presented w ith a single exception of 
the clause referrin g to the “en larg e­ 
m ent and increased depth of the Ohio 
river channel.” 
C. S tu a rt P atte rso n of P hiladelphia 
subm itted the report to the com m ittee 
on banking and currency; Judge M or­ 
ris S. W ise of New Y ork th a t of the 
com m ittee on bankruptcy, and C harles 
S. H am lin of Boston, form erly a s sist­ 
a n t secretary of treasury, a com m un­ 
ication from the Boston C ham ber of 
C om m erce requested the 
adoption of 
resolutions endorsing th e application of 
th e territo ry of A laska, for a delegate 
in congress, etc. 
M otions to adopt 
th e reports 
and 
resolutions 
were 
adopted unanim ously. 
The report of the banking and c u r­ 
rency com m ittee 
declared th at “It 
is 
the p a rt of wisdom, in th is period of 
natio n al prosperity and plentitude 
of 
gold to take such m easure as will put 
the national finances upon 
a 
stable 
foundation.” 
The report recom m ended th a t con­ 
gress enact legislation as follows: 
D iscontinue the coinage of standard 
silver dollars; authorize the coinage of 
cliver bullion 
the treasu ry and the 
inage of silver dollars in subsidiary 
iver. 
Direct the secretary of the treasury to 
m aintain at all times the parity with 
gold of the legal tender silver dollars 
outstanding. 
Provide for the deposit with national 
banks of all government receipts over a 
satisfactory working balance and neces­ 
sary reserve. The deposits with the banks 
are to be made either w ithout Interest and 
upon security of U. 8. bonds deposited 
with the treasury, or a t Interest and 
w ithout bond security, but subject to the 
astriction that the am ount so deposited 
v '.th any bank at Interest and without 
i ecurity shall not exceed ten per cent, of 
the bank’s capital and surplus. 
Repealing the legislation limiting the 
retirem ent of national bank circulation 
to a total of 13000 In any bank one month. 
Amend the national bank act so that 
banks may issue notes as adequately se­ 
cured as the national bank notes are un­ 
der the present laws. and whose volume 
shall autom atically expand with an In­ 
creased demand for currency and con­ 
trac t when that demand has ceased. 
On the question of tariff revision the 
convention unanimously adopted the re­ 
port of the committee declaring the na­ 
tional board of trade to be in accord 
with the principle and the recent declara­ 
tion by President Roosevelt that the tariff 
should be treated as a business proposi­ 
tion and not from the standpoint of the 
tem porary needs of any political party, 
and commending the preparation for the 
establishm ent of a standing national tariff 
commission under the proposed depart­ 
m ent of commerce. 
It was determined to hold the next 
convention In W ashington January 19, 
1904, and also to hold a convention in 
Bt. Louis in November. 1904, the latter 
meeting to take tho place of tho regular 
gathering of Du6.

It was due to J, H. Stoddard the fine 
old character of “The Bonnie Brier 
Bush,” that Nut. Goodwin made his 
firs! hit on the stage. That was twenty 
years ago, when Stoddart was scoring 
his great success ut the old Union 
Square theater, New York, as Pierre 
Michel In the memorable production of 
"Rose Michel.” 
Goodwin had an en ­ 
gagement at a variety theater doing 
Imitations of leading actors, 
tie had 
not 
vet become famous. 
Htoddart's 
work aa the old murderer in “ Rose Mi­ 
en cl" made the piece the talk of th# 
town, and as Mr. Goodwin says: 
“I knew if I could only succeed in 
reproducing one of Htoddart's trem en­ 
dous scenes in the famous French play 
I < mild own New York. Ro for days, al­ 
moin weeks, I went about m uttering 
speeches of the old man's; hut. do w hat 
t would, I could not gel the proper in­ 
tonation or accent.

They are Eating Pine 
Mixed With Moss 
Bark

LONDON. Jan. 15.—Telegram s from 
Stockholm, Sweden, confirm the 
dis­ 
tressing accounts of 
the 
fam ine in 
northern Sweden, as given 
in 
these 
dispatches. 
About 70,000 
persons are 
affected by the famine, which extends 
from the sixtv-first to the sixty-sev­ 
enth degree north latitude and from 
the Gulf of Bothnia and the Russian 
border far into 
the 
interior. 
The 
starving people are eating pine bark, 
which is dried, ground to powder, m ix­ 
ed with stewed Iceland moss and into 
a kind of 
famine 
bread. 
Coincident 
with the failure of crops is the 
e x ­ 
trem e scarcity of fish. 
The fishermen 
return from their expeditions em pty- 
handed. 
Even P tarm igan (grouse 
of 
the northern regions) usually found in 
great num bers in the stricken district, 
have almost 
completely 
disappeared. 
It is estim ated th at the expenditure of 
$6,300,000 will be necessary to save the 
population 
from d< variation. 
Thus 
far about $300,000 has been subscribed. 
of which sum over $1,500 was sent by 
Swedes in the United States. 
This 
sum does not include 
the money need­ 
ed to save the breed of tattle, which 
alone can live through an Arctic win- 


i ter, or supply seed for 
the 
spring 
sowings. 
The peasants 
are 
m aking 
pathetic sacrifices to avert the ex ter­ 
mination of the hardy, northern cattle. 
In previous times of scarcity good fod­ 
der w as obtained by mixing reindeer 
moss and aspen bark. 
Now this 
is 
not available and finely chopped twigs 
of birch, willow and ash are substitut 
ed. 
The mixture Is boiled and fed to 
the cattle warm, but it is found th a t 
the milk of cattle thus fed leads 
to 
typhoid fever. 
This and other 
dis­ 
eases are certain to spread unless re­ 
lief is hastened. 
The situation th re a t­ 
ens a repetition of the terrible famine 
of 1867 when thousands died of s ta rv a ­ 
tion and typhoid. 
A special commissioner of the Swed 
Ish governm ent who has just returned 
from the scene of the distress em pha­ 
sizes the necessity for the adoption of 
plans to abate the distress. 
His re ­ 
port has caused a most painful Im pres­ 
sion and will, it is thought, enhance 
the national efforts to provide remedial 
measures. 
Up to the present, 1,600 
carloads valued at over $100,000. rep re­ 
sent the total quantity of provisions 
and fodder shipped 
to 
the 
famine 
stricken area.

company, and 
the Pennsylvania Coal 
company, Introduced 
as evidence ex­ 
tracts from reports from state mine In­ 
spectors, tending to show that most 
mine accidents are due to the negli­ 
gence of the workmen themselves. 
Victor L. Peterson, of Scranton, su ­ 
perintendent of the Hillside company, 
and formerly president of the Forest 
City bank, 
presented 
a statem ent 
showing the 
deposits In 
that bank. 
The miners’ counsel objected to Its sub­ 
mission because It did not specifically 


show how m any of the depositors were 
mine workers. 
The commission sus­ 
tained 
the objection. 
W itness prom­ 
ised 
to present a statem ent 
which 
would overcome 
the objection. 
Mr. 
Peterson contributed testim ony 
that 
the union miners do not load as many 
cars now as before the strike of 1900. 
W itness described the lawlessness In 
the vicinity of Forest City during the 
late strike. 
Mr. Peterson on cross-examination, .said 
that foremen and other basses sometimes 
make mistakes, lie cited Instances of in­ 
subordination by the miners. 
Some of 
th* se irstances he said were due to the 
influence of 
the 
union. 
The 
witness 
thought the union ought to change nom* 
of its ways. 
On the question of the union restricting 
the number of cars each miner should 
load. the witness admitted that he did 
not think the total output of the mines 
was restricted. 
He did not know way the workmen 
wai ted to load only six cars a day. except 
that s o m e of the employes said six ( irs 
a Uh*/ were enough.

A ('re river. The capitulation of Col. Ro­ 
jas with his entire force of Bolivians 
four days after this victory is explain­ 
ed by 
the 
fact th a t 
Em presa, 
the 
scene of Rojas surrender, 
is at least 
six days journey lower down the Acre 
river and 
it m ay 
lie assumed 
th a t 
Suares 
had not heard of R ojas’ diffi­ 
culty and that Rojas had no idea of 
the 
victory or even of the proxim ity 
of the forces com manded by Suares. 
Nicolas .Snares is one of the princi­ 
pal capitalists and largest rubber es­ 
tate owners In the upper Acre and riv ­ 
er Grton districts. 
W hen the revolu­ 
tion was declared in Acre citizenship 
of “the independent

republic” 
was offered to all residents in the d is­ 
trict, Brazilians and Bolivians 
alike, 
with the exception of Suares to whom 
no quarter was to be given, he being 
declared a person dangerous to the In­ 
terests of the new republic.

rubber warehouses on the Acre river;

About three days after the dinner Fr. 
Cummins was summoned to the home of 
Mr. Marrin in the city proper, where he 
found lits long-time friend 
suffering. 
Fr. Cummins Immediately made arrange­ 
ments to have him removed to the city 
hospital, where after a few days Mr. 
Marrin died. 
He was buried from Fr. 
Cummins church. 
After having sent Mr. Mnrrln to the 
hospital, Fr. 
Cummins returned to his 
house in Roslindale, only to find Fr. Nor­ 
ris had suffered a shock. 
He had his as­ 
sistant removed to the Carney hospital. 
Last Sunday In Ills sermon Fr. Cum­ 
mins took occasion to speak of the unus­ 
ual incidents, the death of his and their 
friend. Mr. Marrin, and the illness of Fr. 
Norris, who he told them, was very low. 
Fr. Norris had bren a most popular 
priest In Roslindale, where he had labored 
principally for the past 
IO years as a s­ 
sistant to Fr. 
Cummins, save for one or 
two brief intervals, when he was sent 
to other fields. 
He was born Ju n e 3, 1843. 
H is early 
education was received in the schools 
of his native town In Kilworth, coun­ 
ty Cork, Ire. 
His preparatory studies 


were made a t St. Colem an’s college, 
Fermoy. 
L ater he entered 
AU H a l­ 
low's college, Dublin, and was ordained 
to the priesthood June 24, 1868. 
Fr. Norris cam e of a religious fa m ­ 
ily.

After Fr. N orris had been ordained 
he took a vacation of six m onths In his 
native town.

and reports from several of the more 
im portant committees Were acted on. 
The officers elected for the 
ensuing 
year are: 
Blanchard Randall 
of 
Baltimore, 
president, re-elected; B. A. Eckhart of 
Chicago, first vice-president; and W. 
R. Tucker of Philadelphia, 
secretary 
and treasurer, re-elected. 
The report of the committee on riv ­ 
ers and harbors read by L. M. Hurst, 
recommended the movement of inland 
waterways, enlargem ent and 
an 
in ­ 
creased depth for the Ohio river chan­ 
nel; extension of facilities of the Chi­ 
cago drainage canal to the M ississip­ 
pi; the connection of Lake Erie with 
the upper Ohio at or 
near 
Beaver; 
construction and enlargem ent of can­ 
als and channels from the Great Lakes 
to the sea at New York; the deepening 
of im portant harbors on the seaboard, 
including both oceans and the Gulf of 
Mexico. 
After considerable debate the 
report of the committee was adopted 
as presented with a single exception of 
the clause referring to the “enlarge­ 
m ent and increased depth of the Ohio 
river channel.” 
C. Stuart Patterson of Philadelphia 
submitted the report to the committee 
on banking and currency; Judge Mor­ 
ris S. Wise of New York that of the 
committee on bankruptcy, and Charles 
S. Hamlin of Boston, formerly assist­ 
ant secretary of treasury, a commun­ 
ication from the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce requested the 
adoption of 
resolutions endorsing the application of 
the territory of Alaska, for a delegate 
in congress, etc. 
Motions to adopt 
the reports 
and 
resolutions 
were 
adopted unanimously. 
The report of the banking and cur­ 
rency committee declared th at “it 
is 
the part of wisdom, in this period of 
national prosperity and plentitude 
of 
gold to take such m easure as will put 
the national finances upon 
a 
stable 
foundation.’’ 
The report recommended that con­ 
gress enact legislation as follow's: 
Discontinue the coinage of standard 
silver dollars; authorize the coinage of 
silver bullion ... the treasury and the 
coinage of silver dollars in subsidiary 
silver. 
Direct the secretary of the treasury to 
maintain at all times the parity with 
gold of the legal tender silver dollars 
outstanding. 
Provide for the deposit with national 
banks of all government receipts over a 
satisfactory working balance and neces­ 
sary reserve. The deposits with the banks 
are to be made either without interest and 
upon security of U. S. bonds deposited 
with the treasury, or at interest and 
without bond security, but subject to the 
restriction that the amount so deposited 
with any bank at Interest and without 
security shall not exceed ten per cent, of 
the bank’s capital and surplus. 
Repealing the legislation limiting the 
retirement of national bank circulation 
to a total of 13000 in any bank one month. 
Amend th6 national bank act so that 
hanks may issue notes as adequately se­ 
cured as the national bank notes are un­ 
der the present laws, and whoge volume 
shall automatically expand with an in­ 
creased demand for currency aud con­ 
tract when that demand has ceased. 
On the question of tariff revision the 
convention unanimously adopted the re­ 
port of the committee declaring the na­ 
tional board of trade to be In accord 
with the principle and the recent declara­ 
tion by President Roosevelt that the tariff 
should be treated as a business proposi­ 
tion and not from the standpoint of the 
temporary needs of any political party, 
and commending the preparation for the 
establishment of a standing national tariff 
commission under the proposed depart­ 
ment of commerce. 
It was determined to hold the next 
convention in Washington January lf), 
IWM, and also to hold a convention in 
St. Ixjuis in November, 1904, the latter 
meeting to take tho place of the regular 
gathering of 1905.

Here is a question to puzzle those 
considering themselves well versed In 
sporting lore, and the fact th at they 
will have difficulty In answering is no 
credit to the m any experts of the glis­ 
tening steel runner persuasion. 
J do not believe there has been a time 
in the history of sport, unless it was 
last year, when the skating supremacy 
of the United States has been a more 
unsettled m atter. 
Either Interest in 
this, the greatest of outdoor sports, is 
lamentably on the decrease or skaters 
are taking less pride in the develop­ 
ment of the possibilities of the pastime.
